In Ihe.se the PtcsI- 
dciiL will go in for the Impromptu, otf-lhe- 
ciitf remarlu which £cem to have made quite 
a hit with IL^lencra since he tried one on the 
new.spaper editors' convention In Washing- 
ton. 

It .seems i.ilc to n.s.sumc that Mr. Truman 
nnd hl.s .lupporters arc counting heavily on 
this folk.sy, Informn! approach. The rather 
dry mnnuiicrlpLs that, his gha;t wrltcr.s have 
prepared for him have had a tendency to 
freeze the Prwldent up, and occasionally to 
trip him up. 

This swing will take the chief executive 
lor from the Republican congress and the 
United Nations and the enat coast, where 
Xecling about his Palestine policy has been 
. quite bitter. Though politics will not be 
stressed publicly on this trip, Mr. Truman 
win be a grois-roolg candidate in the Rrass- 
-roots countrj'. It Is n. role that many of his 
trtends believe becomes him most. 

RcfiUlts of the trip may be hard to gauge. 
■There Is bound to be much speculation over 
how many o( the cheers Mr. Truman receives 
along the way are for the Prealdcnt of United 
States, and how many are for Harry 8. Tru- 
man, candidate for re-eloctlon. 

In malting Ihls tour Mr. Tniman Is testing 
■the groimd on one of the two courses open 
lo him. At prcjent there 1.^ no .luch support In 
the Democratic party for him as there was 
for Mr. nooserelt, There Is a dls,sldcnt group 
whoflc mood aecms to range from Indifference 
through lukewarm (upport to open revolt. 
And In liplte of Donern! Elsenhower's silence, 
there still wetni to be itrong sentiment for 
him. 

If the reaction to this present trip should 
prove too discouraging, there 1.^ a chance that 
Mr. Truman might withdraw and ask General 
Elsenhower lo become a candidate. ThLi 
chance looks lo be Tcr>' remote as of today. 

Olhcrwl.ne Mr. Truman mu.st stand on his 
record and cmipalgn vigorously on that- 
.record. The Democrats could scarcely nomin- 
ate a regular partj' man in the President's 
place. For any regular Democratic replace- 
ment would be committed to that record, and 
at the .<;amo time the party wcfuld be admitting 
that the Trumnn record was not strong 
enough lo elcci the man 'who made It, Such 
a situation would bo an invitatloi) to. certain 
defeat.

Scores of Indian nrrowhead.i have been 
tinoarthed along the No. 1 fairway which ox- 
tend.*; ea5l nnd we.^t between the old Perrine 
ranch buildings and the rlm-to-rim bridge. 

Alter thl.^ particular .stretch of land had 
been cleared of sngebni.sh and grading oper- 
ations got under way, the arrowheads started 
coming to light, all of them from about *lx 
Inchr.'! beneath the .qirface. 

Then, while .iliaplng the No. 1 green, work- 
men ran Into nnother Interesting dL-icoveri'. 
Around several large boulders which they had 
"to blast out, the men found a grave! depcslt 
which had all the appearancc-s of a shoreline 
Jor some body of water In the age,'^ pa.it, 
Tliey Kue;«scd thnt at some time Snake river 
may have been that high, although It now 
wends iU way tlovvn the canyon at an cle- 
\'ntion at lea.-;! 100 feet lower. 

Clam shells In great nnmbera also have 
been discovered, which has led to further 
speculation— whether the shell.'! were depos- 
ited at some former water level, or dis- 
carded there by Indians who had gathered 
them from some other location. 

Docs the discovery ot the arrowheads Indl- 
tatc that the bcautitul Blue Lakes area was 
at one time an Indian battleground? Or 
being a sheltered spot, considerable warmer

iscd by the Indians as a winter "resort"? 
:url0U5ly enough, out of all the many arrow- 
leads uncovered during the last aevcral 
I'ecks, not one has been perfect.
